II. When the managers of an impeachment 
shall be introduced at the bar of the Senate, and 
shall signify that they are ready to exhibit articles} 
of impeachment against any person, the presiding 
officer of the Senate shall direct the Sergeant-at- 
arms to make the Proclamation, and who shall, 
after making the Proclamation, repeat the follow- 
ing words, via: All persons are recominended to 
keep silence on pain of imprisonment, while the 
inquest of the Nation is exbibiting to the Senate 
of the United States, articles of impeachment 
against ——_——-.” After which the articles shall 
be exhibited, and the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate snall inform the managers that the Senate will 
take the proper order on the subject of impeach- 
ment, of which due notice shall be given to the 
House of Representatives. 

III, Upon such articles being presented to the 
Senate, the Senate shall, at ten o’clock in the 
afternoon of the day (Sundays excepted) following 
presentation or sooner ifso ordered by the Senate, 
resolve itself into a High Court of impeachment 
for proceeding thereon. A quorum of the Senate 
shall constitute a quorum of the Coyrt, and it shall 
be in session from day te day (Sundays excepted): 
after the trialshall commence, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Court, until the final judgment 
shall be rendered, and so much longer asin its 
judgment mey be needful. Immediately upon
